He works full-time for Dorset Police as a 
Police Community Support Officer and has 
been a Community First Responder for four 
years. 

Dan is one of three of the community re¬ 
sponders for Bridport and was encouraged 
to take up the role as he has always enjoyed 
helping people. 


• TELL us a bit about Community First Re¬ 
sponders (CFR)... 

Every day CFRs from across the South West at¬ 
tend emergencies within their local communi¬ 
ties. They are volunteers who support their local 
community by attending emergency calls ahead 
of an ambulance. 

Their role can vary from simply providing a re¬ 
assuring presence prior to the arrival of an am¬ 
bulance, to saving the life of a patient. CFRs 
attend certain types of medical emergencies pre¬ 
dominantly where it is essential for the patient to 
receive immediate life-saving care, like in the 
case of a cardiac arrest for example. 

Bridport currently has three members, with one 
other covering Chideock. The Bridport CFRs also 
respond to incidents in the Beaminster, 
Symondsbury, Swyre, and Shipton Gorge areas. 



however requalification is required every six 
months, as well as attending monthly training 
sessions. 


• WHAT is a typical call out of a first respon¬ 
der and do you remember your first call out? 

No one call is ever the same, you never know 
what call you might receive on the pager. 

I can't remember the first call I ever attended, 
however one incident that does stick in my mind 
is doing CPR on a 16 month old child who I man¬ 
aged to revive. 


• WHY is it so important for people to have 
knowledge of first aid? 

A level of basic life support is so important be¬ 
cause it can massively improve someone's 
chance of survival. 

An out of hospital cardiac arrest has a survival 
rate of around four to seven percent, however 
with the delivery of effective CPR and the use of 
a defib the chance of survival increases to over 
50 percent. The stats speak for themselves.

# WHAT incidents do Community First Re¬ 
sponders attend? 

We attend a variety of incidents, mainly for those 
who are in a life threatening condition, but we do 
not attend incidents involving trauma, like road 
traffic collisions for example. 

CFRs are always backed up by an ambulance 
crew. They are a valuable addition to the ambu¬ 
lance service and not a substitute for it.

WEYMOUTH'S fine sands have 
shifted - into the town centre. 

Traders in both of the main shop¬ 
ping streets and at Frederick Place 
have asked for a tidy-up and a look at 
ways of better stopping the beach 
getting into the town. 

Some say the situation has got 
worse since the borough council 
stopped using garden fence panels 
along the seafront as a way of stop¬ 
ping the stand blowing across the Es¬ 
planade and into the town. 

At times in recent weeks the sand 
has been up to several inches deep 
on pavements nearest the beach. 

For traders in the area it creates an 
additional nuisance because the 
finely grained sand is difficult to re¬ 
move from flooring when wet. 

But the borough council says it will 
all be removed from the streets - and 


has defended the use of plastic 
sheeting along the seafront which, it 
claims, is not only cheaper, but gen¬ 
erally effective. 

Councillor Jason Osborne, Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland Borough Council's 
Briefholder for Tourism and Culture 
and Harbour, said:"The fence panels 
were replaced with the scrim over 
eight-years-ago. The scrim is both 
more effective and much more cost 
efficient as well as being much less 
vulnerable to damage and vandal¬ 
ism. 

"We cannot eliminate wind-blown 
sand during easterly winds and cer¬ 
tain areas, such as steps and slipways, 
will always present a residual amount 
of sand being blown from the beach, 
the majority of which was cleared by 
the Dorset Waste Partnership team 
as soon as the winds dropped." 


Man dies after car hits sign 

OFFICERS are appealing for witnesses following a 
fatal road traffic collision in Weymouth. 

The incident happened at 6.38am on Monday, 
December 19th, on Abbotsbury Road near to the 
junction with Franklin Road. 

A white Mercedes van being driven by a 56-year- 
old Weymouth man was in collision with a road 
sign. 

He was treated by officers and paramedics and 
taken to Dorset County Hospital, but was pro¬ 
nounced dead a short time later. 

The road was closed at the junctions ofChickerell 
Road and Newstead Road to allow investigators to 
examine the scene and to allow the vehicle to be 
recovered. 

Police Inspector Joe Pardey,ofthe Dorset Police's 
Road Policing Team, said:"Early indications are that 
the driver may have suffered a medical episode at 
the wheel. 

"I am appealing for any witnesses who saw the 
collision or the manner of driving of this vehicle 
prior to the incident to contact police by calling 
101 ."

Think before you call 


THE festive season is always a busy time for 
emergency services. As part of this year's Christ¬ 
mas campaign, Dorset Police is asking you to 
think carefully before you call and consider 
using the "Do it Online" service available. 

Last December, more than 34,000 calls to 101 
were received in the Dorset Police Force Com¬ 
mand Centre. This is approximately 2,000 calls 
every day. 

Dorset Police ran a six week campaign over 
the summer months in an effort to reduce call 
waiting times in the Force Command Centre. 

A "Do it Online" service was introduced mak¬ 
ing it easier and faster to make an enquiry or 
report an incident online, and examples of the 
calls received that are not police matters were 
published. 

While progress has been made, a large num¬ 
ber of calls are still being received to 101 that 
are for other agencies or not appropriate calls 
for the police. 


Dorset Police Operations Manager for Contact 
Management, Kevin Sargent said: "Call handlers 
work extremely hard answering call after call, 
politely and helpfully. 

"We know that at times there are queues, par¬ 
ticularly at our peak times between 4pm and 
7pm and we are working to address this. We are 
constantly recruiting new staff and are about to 
introduce new shift patterns to reduce waiting 
times. 

"Please carefully consider whether your call is 
something the police can help with, before 
picking up the phone. 

"For every call we are dealing with that is not 
a police matter, someone else who needs po¬ 
lice assistance has to wait. 

"Thank you in advance for your co-operation 
during this busy festive period."

Scam bank letter warning 


DORSET Police is warning local peo¬ 
ple to look out for fake letters which 
appear to come from Lloyds Bank. 

The convincing letters are a replica 
template from Lloyds and include 
their logo, address and signature 
from a customer service representa¬ 
tive. 

They tell recipients that there has 
been some "unusual transactions'^ 
their personal account and asks 
them to call a number highlighted in 
bold to confirm they are genuine. 

When victims call the number, an 
automated welcome message is 
played and the caller is asked to 
enter their card number, account 


number and sort code followed by 
their date of birth. Victims are then 
instructed to enter the first and last 
digit of their security number. 

The bank has confirmed that the 
phone number and letters are fake. 

Police say the letters are essentially 
a sophisticated phishing attempt 
and serves as a warning to con¬ 
sumers to question written corre¬ 
spondence which purports to come 
from their banks. 

If people are suspicious about cor¬ 
respondence from your bank, or 
credit card companies you should 
call the customer service number on 
the back of your card.

Man and dogs escape house fire 
caused by faulty Christmas lights 


DORSET firefighters 
have issued safety ad¬ 
vice after a house fire in 
Weymouth, linked to 
Christmas lights, and a 
chimney fire at a pub on 
the outskirts of Dorch¬ 
ester. 

A man had to flee 
through a first floor win¬ 
dow after a fire at his 
home in Verne Road, 

Weymouth while two 
dogs were rescued from 
the smoke-filled house 
by firemen wearing 
breathing sets. 

The man, in his 20s, was ■ FIRE damage thought to be caused by faulty Christmas tree lights 

taken to hospital for 



checks. 

Investigators say they believe the fire was caused 
by over-heating in a plug socket in the hallway used 
to power Christmas lights. 

A spokesman said: "Fire survival guidance given 
by Fire Control enabled one male to safely get to a 
window and lower himself to safety from the first 
floor bedroom. 

Fire crews were called a day later, on Saturday 
morning, to a chimney fire at the Sun Inn, Fower 
Burton. 

There they used a chimney kit and one hose reel 
jet to put out the fire. 

The fire brigade say both incidents are reminders 
of seasonal dangers. 

They ask people not to overload plugs because of 
the danger of over-heating and advise regular 
sweeping for any time of chimney - whether coal, 
logs or other type of fuel is being used. 

Safety advise at all times included having a smoke 
alarm on all levels of a property, which should be 
tested weekly; not leaving cooking unattended; 
keeping decorations away from candles, fires, lights 
and heaters; switch off decoration lights before 
leaving the house or going to bed; using a RCD 


(residual current device) on outdoor electrical 
equipment and not overloading sockets - only one 
plug per socket. 

For chimneys the fire brigade say they should be 
swept at least once a year is using smokeless fuel, 
every three months when burning wood. 

Fires should never be started using flammable liq¬ 
uids such as petrol or paraffin and excessive amount 
of paper or rubbish to start a fire should be avoided. 


TIC to move to library 


DORCHESTER'S Tourist Information Centre is to 
move from Trinity Street to the town library. 

The cost-cutting move, agreed by the district 
council, could result in the loss of up to eight jobs. 

The decision was made despite a local protest 
which attracted more than 1,400 signatures to a 
petition and opposition from the Chamber of 
Commerce and BID. 

Council officials claim the move could save up 
to £80,000 a year although the move itself will 
cost £50,000 in the first year. 

The changes are expected to come into place 
before the end of the financial year, in April. 





SUPPORT for Dorset County Hospital Charity’s 
Cancer Appeal has been boosted by a visit from the 
cast of Weymouth Pavilion’s Christmas pantomime 
- Jack and the Beanstalk. 

Fee Redwood, who runs the pantomime at the 
Pavilion, brought some of the cast to the county hos¬ 
pital to meet the charity team and to see where the 
new radiotherapy unit that the charity is supporting 
will be built. 

He said: “We were asked if the pantomime could 
do something for the cancer appeal and we were 
happy to help. We plan to take a collection at the end 
of each performance are sure that our audiences will 
be happy to support such an important local project.” 

The two radiotherapy machines and the bunkers 
that will house them are being funded by Poole Hos¬ 
pital and a generous legacy. The charity’s appeal will 
fund a new outpatients department on top of the ra¬ 
diotherapy unit which will serve all cancer patients 


at the hospital. The appeal will also pay for improve¬ 
ments in the existing chemotherapy unit so that 
friends and family can sit with patients having 
chemotherapy. 

The Cancer Appeal total currently stands at just 
over £700,000 thanks to recent fundraising events 
and a Christmas Challenge at the hospital. For¬ 
tunes well Cancer Trust, who are partnering the 
Charity on this appeal, have already donated 
£ 200 , 000 . 

Charity staff say that there will be further an¬ 
nouncement soon regarding recent donations. The 
target is £1.75million, which needs to be raised by 
the end of March 2018.

A personal View by HARRY WALTON 


The brutal face of modern life 


■ THIS week's Growing Old 
Disgracefully dwells on 
how elderly people pre¬ 
pare for Christmas. 

You may not notice it as 
the years roll by but there 
are fewer people to buy 
presents for and it be¬ 
comes harder and harder 
to wrap them up or to write 
and post the cards. 

Family becomes much 
more important, particu¬ 
larly to those whose hus¬ 
band or wife has died, and 
a celebration period which 
used to pass by in a blur of 
turkey, tinsel and Tia Maria 
mellows into pleasure at 
people's company and the 
delight of watching excited 
grandchildren unwrap 
their presents. 

Of course a few glasses of 
Uncle Bert's homemade 
dandelion and compost 
wine makes for louder con¬ 
versation than usual, but it 
also verbally unlocks a lot 
of memories, all part of 
Christmas down the family 
ages, so everyone - young 
and old - should enjoy the 
seasonal big day. 


TAKE a moment to consider the 
people around you when next you 
go out to a restaurant, pub or shop 
in Weymouth and Portland. 

A chilling new survey claims that 
for every five of those people you 
are looking at then roughly two of 
them will have less than £100 in 
savings. 

Bearing in mind I recently 
queued behind three women at a 
supermarket check-out whose bills 
came respectively to £117, £453 
and £151 and it doesn’t take many 
brain cells to realise that only hav¬ 
ing £100 in savings is less money 


than many spend on their weekly 
shop. 

Those whose job is to invest peo¬ 
ple’s money tell me they always 
advise their clients to keep back up 
to a year’s wage to ensure they 
have enough ready cash available 
to cope with emergencies such as 
losing their job. 

So only having £100 in savings is 
the same as only putting aside a 
couple of day’s pay never mind the 
recommended year’s worth. 

But many people only have £100 
worth of savings because that is all 
they have been able to afford to put 


by. Their income is spent virtually 
down to the last penny keeping 
themselves fed with a roof over 
their heads. 

If that is depressing then we are 
warned that our current “young” 
generation up to 30 years old is al¬ 
ready massively worse off than 
those aged 40 and may not be able 
to buy their own home until much 
later in life if at all. 

That leaves Bank of Mum and 
Dad to step in and give what help 
it can, changing their plans for that 
little cottage in the country or a 
downsize to a small bungalow in 


favour of hanging on to their exist¬ 
ing house because if they move to 
smaller accommodation then then- 
children will either be crammed in 
with them or risk not having a 
room at all. 

It is gloomy stuff but this is the 
brutal face of modern life. All gen¬ 
erations - each for a variety of rea¬ 
sons - are having to change the 
way they approach the future. 

Having just £100 in savings is 
only the much publicised tip of the 
iceberg. There are much deeper 
problems lurking beneath the 
waves, so help where you can. 


Not long to go! 

JUST three more days of merry re¬ 
tail madness until Christmas and 
the psycho shoppers are strip¬ 
ping shelves just one chipolata 
ahead of the men in white coats. 

You can spot them by their fa¬ 
natical stare, twitching eyes and 
claw-like hands which snatch up 
anything in the shops they might 
remotely need for the Christmas 
period. They've spent so much 
their credit card is worn down to 
half its size. 

But they still want more, pre¬ 
sumably because they have now 
lost all rational sense of perspec¬ 
tive and believe they are no 
longer buying for the 12 days of 
Christmas but for the remaining 
353 days of the year as well! 

And as the final till chime 
sounds out to call time on Christ¬ 
mas Eve we may just be able to 
hear the singing of a lonely carol 
in the distance. Actually it will 
probably be some landlord call¬ 
ing "Time!" After all, that's what 
Christmas is really all about isn't 
it? 

Hope you all have a great 
Christmas and that all your warm 
feelings aren't heartburn! 


Let's hope the New Year offers a solution 


WEYMOUTH has just been labelled a hotspot 
for people sleeping rough and all the evidence 
you could want for that view is available on al¬ 
most every town centre street. 

Perhaps it’s the proximity of Christmas, per¬ 
haps personal circumstances have suddenly 
worsened but, whatever the reason, it seems that 
almost every intersection, busy store or empty 
shop doorway has its own dishevelled inhabitant. 


They have rolled ground mats, sleeping bags, 
back packs for their wordly goods and they often 
have a dog in tow. 

They do everything to encourage cash dona¬ 
tions from playing little tunes on a mouth organ 
to openly asking for money and their numbers are 
growing. 

National figures show a 30 per cent rise in 
rough sleepers this year and when people cele¬ 


brated the recent Christmas lights switch-on I 
counted thirteen beggars, tramps, homeless peo¬ 
ple....call them what you will. 

There are now so many that what were occa¬ 
sional sightings are now a regular town centre en¬ 
counter and I’ve talked to social help groups who 
say they expect to be busier than ever before this 
Christmas. 

Let’s hope the New Year offers a solution.

THERE'S nothing better than a cosy night spent 
by the fire and these would make that night extra 
special. The only problem is that they smell and 
look so good, no one will want to burn them! 


YOU WILL NEED: 


• Soy wax flakes 

• Pinecones 

• Candle fragrance oil 

• Candle dye blocks 

• Wired candle wicking 

• Wooden spoon 


• Large heat proof 
container 

• Frying pan 
•Wax paper 

• Scissors 

• Cute tags and twine 


WHAT TO DO: 

SET UP YOUR WORK AREA-Place your heat proof 
container into a large pan that has water in it, this 
is how we will melt the wax. Close by, set up an 
area to place your dipped pinecones. 

MELTYOUR WAX -Turn on your pan, start heating 
up the water and add your soy wax flakes. 

The water in your pan will boil and gently heat 
the glass container - melting your wax slowly. 
Which is what we want. Continue to stir while 
your wax melts.

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ADD COLOUR - As your wax is melting chop up 
pieces of your colour block (so it melts faster) and 
add to your wax. Continue to stir and watch your 
colour melt into the wax. This wax colourant 
comes with instructions on how much to add per 
pound but you can do whatever you want. 

Protect your kitchen! Dipping can get messy so 
anywhere that you will be holding the pinecones 
needs to be covered to catch dripping wax. 

TEST YOUR COLOUR - To test the colour of your 
wax drip a little onto wax paper and see how it 
dries. If it's too light - add more colour block, it's 
always easier to go darker. If it's too dark your 
only fix is to add more wax to make it lighter. 

ADDING SCENT - The scent rule for candle mak¬ 
ing is 1 ounce of scent oil for 1 pound of wax. But 
we aren't making candles... so you can add as lit¬ 
tle or as much as you want. 

LET YOUR WAX COOL DOWN - After the wax is 
fully melted you will need to wait 20-30 minutes 
for it to cool down before you dip your first 
pinecone. You don't have to wait, but if you dip 
your pinecones while your wax is super hot it 
won't stick as well. Meaning you will have to dip 
over and over and over and over to build-up the 
wax on your pinecone. If you want to get techni¬ 
cal it's best to dip around 130* to 140* degrees. 

WICK YOUR PINECONES - While you are waiting 
for your wax to cool you can wick your pinecones! 
Adding wicking around your pinecones helps to 
keep the flame moving throughout the cone in 
your fire. Cut about 12" of wired wicking for each 
pinecone. 

Fold in half and tie a loop knot with the wicking, 
then hold the loop at the top of the pinecone and 
wrap between the scales. Wrap each of the wicks 
in the opposite direction. 

Stuff the ends of the wick inside the pinecone, 
you can use the ends of your scissors to help if 
you need to. Some will be easier to wrap then 
others. 

DIPPING YOUR PINECONES-You'll know that your 
wax is cool enough to start dipping when you see 
remnants of it start to harden a bit on the glass 
bowl right above the wax. While stirring it will 
also feel less fluid, it will actually feel thicker. Dip¬ 
ping is pretty simple, hold onto the wick knot and 
submerge, use the wooden spoon to help you. 
Let the extra wax fully strain off the pinecone. 

Fully submerge each pinecone in the wax and 
set on waxed paper to dry making sure to strain 
as much of the wax off each pinecone while in 
the bowl. 

The first dip doesn't look like much... but as you 
keep adding layers the colour will build. 

The dry time in between each dip is 15 minutes. 
After the 15 minutes are up, break off any clumps 
of wax on the bottom of each pinecone and 
place in a pile to reheat later. 

Then dip again! At this point your wax should 
be even cooler and will start to really grab onto 
your pinecone.

Set in a snow 
lodge in 1977, it sounds like it might have a A 
Tales Of The Unexpected vibe - and might just 
be the best thing on telly this Christmas.

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CHOCOLATE ORANGE 
HAZELNUT CAKE 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 175mL Light-coloured olive oil, 
plus extra for greasing 

• 140g blanched hazelnuts 

• 100ml orange juice, plus zest 1 orange 

• 140g self-raising flour 

• 1/2 tsp baking powder 

• 50g cocoa powder 

• 3 large eggs 

• 175g light brown muscovado sugar 

• For the candied orange slices 

• 300g golden caster slices 

• 1 large orange cut into 3mm/1/8in slices 

TO DECORATE 

• 75ml orange juice 

• lOOg dairy free dark chocolate 

• 50g blanched hazelnuts, toasted 

• 1 tsp edible gold powder 

METHOD: 

Make the candied orange slices a day ahead 
if you can. Put the sugar and 300ml water in 
a medium saucepan and bring to the boil. Re¬ 
duce to a gentle simmer, add the orange 
slices and cook for 1 hr-1 hr 10 mins or until the 
pith is translucent, turning occasionally. Line 


a baking tray with parchment. Carefully re¬ 
move the slices from the syrup, place on the 
prepared tray and set aside to dry (at least 8 
hrs) before cutting in half. Reserve the syrup. 

Heat oven to 180C/160C fan/gas 4. Lightly 
grease a loaf tin (mine was 900g) with olive 
oil and line with a strip of baking parchment. 

Grind the hazelnuts in a food processor until 
they resemble coarse breadcrumbs (do not 
blitz them too much or they will become oily), 
then add to a bowl along with the orange 
zest, a pinch of salt and the rest of the dry in¬ 
gredients. Mix together until evenly com¬ 
bined. 

Pour the oil and the orange juice into a jug 
and mix together. Put the eggs and sugar in 
a tabletop mixer or Large bowl and whisk to¬ 
gether for 5-10 mins or until the mixture has 
tripled in volume and holds a ribbon on the 
surface when the beaters are lifted out. 
Slowly pour the oil mixture into the egg mix¬ 
ture and fold together until combined. 

Add the flour mixture to the egg mixture in 
3 or 4 additions, folding together until com¬ 
bined. You can’t sieve this mixture over the 
eggs because of the hazelnuts, but try not to 
dump the flour in one place - you need to be 
careful and fold the batter to retain its light¬ 
ness. Once fully combined, pour the batter 
into the prepared loaf tin and bake for 50-55 
mins or until a skewer inserted into the centre 
of the cake comes out clean. 

Prick the top of the cake all over, then pour 
over 5 tbsp of the reserved orange syrup. 
Cool in the tin for 15 mins, then turn out onto 
a wire rack to cool completely. Trim the top 
of the cake (keep this for a mini trifle) and turn 
out, cut-side down, onto a serving platter.

To decorate, pour the orange juice into a 
small pan and bring to a simmer. Put the 
chocolate in a small bowl, pour the orange 
juice over and stir together to form a smooth 
ganache. Set aside in the fridge until thick¬ 
ened, about 20-25 mins. Tip the hazelnuts 
into a small bowl and add the gold powder 
with a dash of water, stirring together to coat. 
Put the ganache in a piping bag fitted with a 
small round piping tip. Pipe in peaks over the 
top of the cake, decorating with the golden 
hazelnuts and the orange slices. Will keep for 
up to 3 days in an airtight container. 



BLOODY MARY 
SCRAMBLED EGGS AND 
SMOKED SALMON 


INGREDIENTS: 

• 4 eggs 

• 2 tbsp milk 

• 1/2 tsp Tabasco plus extra to serve (optional) 

• 1/2 tsp Worcestershire sauce, plus extra to 


serve (optional) 

• 1 tsp olive oil 

• lOOg cherry tomatoes 

• 1 tbsp finely chopped chives 

• lOOg smoked salmon sliced 

• 4 slices whole meal bread, toasted and 
buttered 

• 1/2 lemon, sliced into wedges 
METHOD: 

Beat together the eggs, milk, Tabasco, 
Worcestershire sauce and some seasoning 
in a jug. Heat the oil in a large non-stick pan 
over a low heat and pour in the egg mix. 
Cook, stirring, until it is done around the 
edges and slightly runny in the middle. 
Then tip in the tomatoes and warm through 
for 1 min until the eggs have finished 
cooking. 

Top the toast with the scrambled eggs and 
chives, and place the smoked salmon on 
the side with a wedge of Lemon to squeeze 
over. Drizzle over extra Tabasco and 
Worcestershire sauce, if you like it with an 
extra kick.

CROWNED winners of the BBC Radio 2 Folk Award 
for Best Duo in both 2013 and again in 2016, 
Kathryn Roberts and Sean Lakeman have long es¬ 
tablished themselves as one of the UK folk scene's 
most rewardingly enduring partnerships.

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OUR NEW SHOWBIZ COLUMN 

All the right lines 
but not necessarily 
in the right order!

I ’ve spent much of the last few weeks 
desperately trying to learn my lines 
for the imminent pantomime, which 
I’m part of in Axminster in Janu¬ 
ary. 

I haven’t got very many, but my rapidly 
aging brain seems increasingly unable 
to memorise even the simplest of 
phrases. 

Former X Factor finalist-turned televi¬ 
sion presenter Stacey Soloman has faced 
a media storm this week after suffering 
from the same affliction and actually 
went onstage for her first performance 
of Dick Whittington in Milton Keynes 
with a clipboard. 

I have performed with many local leg¬ 
ends, some of which have, at times vir¬ 


tually rewritten parts of shows, by miss¬ 
ing out huge swathes of the dialogue, 
thus leaving other cast member mysti¬ 
fied as to how to save the story. The great 
Bill Street (of Lyme Regis Pantomime 
fame), before his retirement from the 
stage, was a master at performing all of 
the right lines, but not necessarily in the 
right order. 

I witnessed a plethora of professional 
pantomime masters this week when I at¬ 
tended the gala opening night of Cin¬ 
derella at the London Palladium. The 
mayhem maestros included Paul O’- 
Grady, Amanda Holden, Julian Clary 
and Lee Mead in the fabulously festive 
show, which cleverly entwined musical 
theatre references and big budget ef¬ 
fects, while keeping the essence 
of a village pantomime. 

The number of celebrities in 
the auditorium equally matched 
the number of stars on stage. 
It’s always nice to see a few fa¬ 
mous faces, but you do become 
a bit blase, when the same ones 
turn up to everything (Christo¬ 
pher Biggins and Gaby Roslin 
would probably attend the open¬ 
ing of an envelope!). 

There are still some who I feel 
excited about meeting and I was 
thrilled to be sitting behind the 
Krankies, with Lord Andrew 
Lloyd Webber just a little way in 
front. There are few celebrities 
these days that I would be gen¬ 
uinely impressed by, although if 
I were to meet someone like 
Barbara Streisand I’d probably 
go a bit gaga. 

I also find the different levels 
of celebrity really interesting. 
For example, I’ve met Brain 
May on a number of occasions, 
but many of my colleagues in 
Lyme Regis don’t recognise the 
legendary Queen guitarist, yet 
ask them about Geordie Shore 
and they could probably give 
you a full biography of the vari¬ 
ous cast members. 


I often get invited to interview people 
and have no idea who they are, particu¬ 
larly if they have gained fame through 
reality TV or soap operas. I tend to tell 
them to imagine I don’t know anything 
about them (which of course, I don’t!) 
and ask them to talk about themselves 
for the benefit of our readers. Most as¬ 
piring celebs are more than happy to re¬ 
gale you with their life history, no 
matter how dull, unfortunately. In Lon¬ 
don you tend to meet famous people 
even when you don’t mean to. In fact, I 
once got a kiss from comedian Peter 
Kaye as I was wondering though Leices¬ 
ter Square. 

I also got chatting to an adorable 
young lad at a bar in Shepherd’s Bush 
last year and when he told me his name 
was Jake Bugg, It didn’t ring a bell, but 
apparently he’s a rock star! 

The opening of Simon Callow’s version 
of A Christmas Carol was an equally 
starry event and the stage stalwart 
showed none of the memory problems, 
with which I’m tormented; recounting 
the entire Dickens’ classic, while depict¬ 
ing all of the characters in an astonish¬ 
ingly adept solo performance. 

I get given lots of ‘plus ones’ to big 
shows and I’ve got a few good friends in 
London, who I know I can trust to be¬ 
have appropriately at big glitzy celeb 
filled events. 

Most of the time I’m accompanied by 
my best buddy, former Uplymer Jon 
White (who came with me to the Palla¬ 
dium this week), but he was busy on 
Thursday, so my friend Richard Hadfield 
(formerly of Britain’s Got Talent Col- 
labro fame) tagged along to see A Christ¬ 
mas Carol. It’s always weird when you’re 
with a celeb, whether it’s just meeting 


them for a coffee or at a big event, as 
they often have to become a completely 
different person when faced with hoards 
of fans wanting selfies and autographs. 

It can be a really intimidating experi¬ 
ence, although it does earn big brownie 
points from the PR companies when you 
turn up with a famous face, because it 
makes their opening night photos more 
likely to appear the papers. 

Due to my Christmas deadlines, I’m 
missing the next few pantomime re¬ 
hearsals and a sense of impending doom 
is gradually filtering into my psyche. If 
you would are interested in watching my 
latest local stage foray, tickets for Robin¬ 
son Crusoe at the Guildhall, Axminster 
(January 19th-21st) are available from 
the Archway bookshop fromDecember 
28th. 

To take my mind off the panic, I’m 
going to see the incomparable Joe Stil- 
goe (pianist extraordinaire and son of 
famed lyricist and entertainer Sir 
Richard Stilgoe) at the Lyric, Hammer¬ 
smith before catching up on the musi¬ 
cals Rent and Dreamgirls, both of which 
I have missed the press performances of, 
but as I’m now established, I’m able to 
request tickets for pretty much when¬ 
ever I like!

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5 TIPS FOR BETTER STORAGE

1. One room where storage is essential is the 
bedroom, and while many of us dream of a 
walk-in wardrobe, most homes don't have 
space for one. The next best thing is built-in 
wardrobes, as they provide acres of space 
and are a more flexible storage solution than 
freestanding wardrobes. Fitted storage is 
particularly useful in awkwardly shaped 
rooms, such as loft bedrooms, where built-in 
wardrobes can make the most of the space, 
especially in the eaves. They are usually 
made to measure, so all the available space 
is used, and the interiors can be customised 
with drawers, shelves and hanging rails, etc, 
depending on your needs. The main down¬ 
side is the price - fitted wardrobes typically

cost thousands of pounds from a specialist company, although a carpenter will often make them 
for a lot less. 


2. If your bedroom already has fitted wardrobes but the doors belong to another decade, simply 
replace them with more up-to-date ones (as long as the wardrobe interiors are fine). It's easy to 
get standard-sized or made-to-measure replacement wardrobe doors, especially online, giving 
you a great new lookfor a fraction of the price of new wardrobes. Alternatively, get a carpenter to 
make new doors for you. 


3. In the kitchen, lack of storage can drive you to distraction. A larder is ideal, but may not be an 
option in a small kitchen, where it's really im¬ 
portant to have clever storage and a well-de¬ 
signed layout. Kitchen showrooms and DIY 
stores can offer ingenious ways of making 
more of the space, including pull-out work¬ 
tops, pull-out shelves/racks in larder units, 
carousels so you can easily access the back 
of corner units, and tall wall units that pro¬ 
vide extra storage in kitchens with higher 
ceilings. 

4. Away from the kitchen, there's potential to 
create storage space all over the home. Ideas 
include turning an understairs space into a 
cupboard, window seats with built-in stor¬ 
age, stairs that contain drawers, a vanity unit 
for extra bathroom storage, and built-in 
bookshelves and cupboards in alcoves; even a desk. With a bespoke home office, the space can 
be tailor-made for your computer, printer, files and more.

5. Some of the best storage is, of course, your home's loft. If you need to access it often, fitting a 
large loft hatch with a built-in ladder will make it much easier. You'll also need to board the loft (if 
it's not already boarded) before storing things up there. Use sheets of chipboard, or chipboard 
loft boards, which slot together. 'Soft' insulation (in rolls), such as mineral wool, shouldn't be com¬ 
pressed, though, so use loft legs to raise the floor level above the insulation - the recommended 
depth for mineral wool is 27cm. Another option is to lay rolls of insulation between the joists, but 
rigid insulation over them and chipboard on top - some rigid insulation has a chipboard top layer.

If you're tying to get someone into DIY in 2017, the Forge Steel General Fland Tool Kit (£29.99, 
Screwfix) is the perfect prezzie.This excellent 55-piece starter kit contains all the hand tools needed 
for everyday DIY, including a hammer, tape measure, spirit level, mini hacksaw and adjustable 
wrench. It comes in a sturdy carry bag and is great value. 

HOW-TO TIP 

If you're having your home rewired and want to add decorative ceiling roses around some of the 
ceiling lights, ensure you fit them before the electrics are second-fixed. This enables the electrician 
to fit the plastic ceiling rose on top of the decorative rose, giving easy access to the wiring if there's 
ever a problem with the light.

Dorchester appeared to take their foot of 
the gas for the next 10 minutes allowing Wey¬ 
mouth to camp on their line, but despite their 
best efforts the Seasiders were unable to 
break through and then conceded a seventh 
try when Cameron Lynch sprinted in from 
halfway. Baker converted to complete the 
scoring. 

Dorchester coach Ben Parker commented 
after the match: "All week we have focused on 
the strengths in key areas.The game was por¬ 


trayed in the build up as a titanic clash, but I 
was keen to ensure the players didn't let the 
occasion run away with them and stayed fo¬ 
cused. I felt all 18 players performed very well, 
if we continue to train hard and maintain our 
focus we can push for a top three finish." 

Seasiders' manager Vaughn Carter said: "It's 
been a difficult couple of weeks, we always 
said that consolidation in this division was our 
primary target after winning promotion from 
Division Two last season, and it was evident 
that the experience from playing in the 
Southern Counties League gave them a big 
advantage over our youngsters. 

"In addition our ever increasing pool of in¬ 
juries didn't help; we only had five of the 
squad from the Dorset & Wilts Vase final three 
weeks ago available; but no excuses - Dorch¬ 
ester deserved to win the game. 

"I thought we had the better of the set 
scrums and our line out play has improved, 
but in defence we missed too many tackles."
